2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant has 
shown in the data in the specification, specifically in figure 6b, that increased refractive index 
yields an increase in the contrast which can be achieved and this is not appreciated in the prior 
art of record. The new clams language described optimization of the refractive index and 
thickness to achieve the contrast approximating the maximum possible.
